Sugar Act Gets 5 
Year Extension By 
Johnson -s Hand 


President Johnson signed Mon- 
day a five- year extension of the. 
Sugar Act, which increases domes- 
tic producer quotas by 580,000 tons, 

That provision will allow U. S. 
sugar producers to unload a sur- 
plus they have piled up in ware. 
houses. N 

The bill also specifies country- 
by-country quotas for foreign: pro- 
ducers, who are allotted about 40 
per cent of the U. S. sugar market. 
The rest of the 10 million-pound-a- 
year U. 8. consumption is filled by 
American beet and cane growers. 

The foreign quotas produced the 
most controversy when the bill was 
being considered by Congress. 

Representative Harold D. Cooley, 
D., N. C., chairman of the House 
Agricultural Committee scrapped 
the administration's formula for al- 
lotting the foreign quotas and the 
committee wrote its own.
